That the body which was found on 
a sandbar in White River near Ft. 
Ritner Thursday afternoon, is that 
of Lafay ette (Red) Quire, who is 
believed to have been drowned March 
7 , 19 13, while duck hunting, is the 
opinion of many persons who have 
viewed the corpse. 
From the condi­ 
tion of the body it is evident that it 
has been under water many months. 
Around the trunk were a fe\v clothes 
which are the only means of identi­ 
fication. 
An effort is being made to 
ascertain just how’ Quire wras dressed 
when he left Vallonia on the hunting 
expedition. 
Nothing was found in 
the pockets, is is said. 
The body had been under w’ater 
for such a length of time that all of 
the hair had fallen from the head 
and the face w’as in such condition 
that the features could not be recog­ 
nized. 
People at Ft. Ritner who saw 
the body were unable to identify it as 
none of them w’ere acq uainted with 
Quire. 
The finding of the corpse recalls 
the sad accident on March 7 , 19 13, 
in w’hieh Tilden Smith, of Vallonia, 
and Quire were drowuied. 
The men 
lad gone down White River in search 
of ducks and it is believed that their 
>oat capsized in the swift current in 
what is known as Devil’s Elbow’, be­ 
tween Medora and Sparksville. When 
the men failed to return home at the 
appointed time searching parties were 
sent out after them and resulted in 
the discovery of their canoe, filled 
with water, two laprobes which they 
carried and other articles which they 
had taken with them.

the eastern Atlantic for more than 
two weeks.

D. Brandeis, of Boston, wa s named 
by President Wilson today associate 
justice of the United States supreme 
court to succeed Justice uaniar, de­ 
ceased. 
Official announcement was 
made at the White House. 
The 
appointment 
caused 
great 
surprise here. 
While the Boston leg­ 
al expert has been mentioned for the 
place and urged editorially by the 
Boston newspapers he was supposed 
to have little political backing. 
The 
nomination was sent to the senate 
shortly after 1 o’clock and created a 
sensation in that chamber where al­ 
most every democratic member had 
committed himself for one candidate 
or another. 
Brandeis has centered his activ­ 
ities recently in behalf of the people 
in big cases against the big corpor­ 
ations. 
He was known as the “peo­ 
ples’ attorney .” 
Brandeis was bom in Louisville, 
November 13, 18 56. He was gradu­ 
ated from Harvard. 
While still a 
y oung man he amassed a comfort­ 
able fortune through his law prac­ 
tice, some of which was in the in­ 
terest of large corporations. 
Several y ears ago he became satis­ 
fied with his 
income 
when it was 
large enough to provide the needs of 
his family and after incorporating 
his law firm in New York retired 
from active connection with its af­ 
fairs.

WILSON OPENS FIGHT 


IN DEfENSE CAMPAIGN 


Urges Prompt Preparedness to 


Meet Danger. 


New York, Jan. 28.—President \\ il- 
son opened his campaign for prepared­ 
ness for national defense here with a 
carefully prepared speech, delivered 
at a banquet of the Railroad Business 
association, in w’hich he outlined the 
reasons that have prompted the ad­ 
ministration to seek a larger army 
and navy at this time. 
The president expressed himself as 
surprised that confusion should spring 
up over the preparedness project, be­ 
cause he thought the country’s duty 
now is obvious. 
He declares there is 
no danger of militarism in America, 
but that the nation should see to it 
that its citizens are able to take care 
of themselves and are not ‘exposed 
to the danger of some day being sum­ 
moned, utterly crude, unschooled and 
inexperienced, into the field to be 
made targets of battle and the vic­ 
tims of some disease. 
He dwelt at length on the conti­ 
nental army plan, explaining in de­ 
tail how the administration program 
sought to build up a federal reserve 
force that gradually would grow’ into 
a formidable field army that would 
enable the nation to resist invasion. 
“Plans for tlie readjustment of the 
army must be formulated and carried 
out without delay,” he declared, “for 
we do not know what the circum­ 
stances of another month or another 
day may bring forth.” 
The president was cheered repeated­ 
ly by his hearers.

“Department is advised that Brit­

bags

Modern practice generally recognize 
that mails are not to be censored, con­ 
fiscated or destroyed on high seas, 
even when carried by belligerent mail- 
ships. 
To attain same end by bring­ 
ing such mail ships within British 
jurisdiction for purposes of search 
and then subjecting them to local reg­ 
ulations following censorship of mails 
cannot be justified on the ground of 
national jurisdiction. 
In cases where 
neutral mail ships merely touch at 
British ports, the department believes 
that British authorities have no inter­ 
national right to remove the sealed 
mails or to censor them on board ship. 
Mails on such ships never rightfully 
eomo into the custody of the British 
mail service and that service is en­ 
tirely without responsibility for their 
transit or safety. 
“As a result of British action, strong 
feeling is being aroused in this coun­ 
try on account of the loss of valuable 
letters, money orders and drafts and 
foreign banks are refusing to c'sh an 
American draft owing to the absence 
of any security that the drafts will 
travel safely in the mails. 
Moreover, 
the detention of diplomatic and con­ 
sular mail is an aggravating circum­ 
stance in a practice which is general­ 
ly regarded in this country as vexa- 
tiouslv inquisitorial and without com­ 
pensating military advantage to Great 
Britain.

Success of Czar’s Troops In Capturing 


Erzerum, Principal City In Turkish- 


Armenia Is Hard Blow to the Turks 


—-Italians May Vacate Avlona. 


London, 
Jan. 
28.—Erzerum, 
the 
principal 
city 
in 
Turkish-Armenia, 
well fortified on modern lines, is re­ 
ported to have fallen into the hands 
of the Russians. 
Official confirmation 
of the report is still lacking, but the 
city’s fall is not doubted here in view 
of the steady headway made by the 
Russians since their new powerful of­ 
fensive wras launched in the Caucasus, 
carrying their campaign into the in­ 
terior of Armenia. 
The capture of Erzerum, if con­ 
firmed, means the greatest Russian 
victory in Asia Minor since the out­ 
break of the war. 
It is expected to 
have a strong effect, in a moral and 
military respect, upon the operations 
in Mesopotamia and Persia. It means 
a powerful stumbling block for the 
Turks in their drive against India for 
which a victory in the Caucasus is 
conditional. 
The Athens correspondent of the 
Daily Mail telegraphs: 
“It is stated 
in reliable quarters that Persia is 
about to join the allies officially.” 
“An alarming report w’as received 
here in form of a Berlin message, 
stating the British losses in southern 
Arabia, up to Dec. 30, at 35,000. 
Of 
this total 15,000 were killed and 20,- 
000 wounded. 
The fall of Durazzo, chief seaport 
of northern Albania, is imminent. The 
Austrian army w'hich, in its southward 
swreep, took Scutari and San Ciovanni 
De Medua. is now only seven hours’ 
march from Durazzo, whose capture 
will put the Austrians into complete 
possession of northern Albania. 
Avlona. the biggest Albania port, is 
threatened by the Bulgarian invading 
army. 
A dispatch from Rome says: 
“In 
northern 
Epirus, 
where 
the 
Greeks are concentrated at Argvro- 
castro and Koritza, ostensibly to pre­ 
vent the Bulgarians from advancing 
toward Avlona, the Greeks are invad­ 
ing Epirus.” 
A dispatch from Athens repeated 
the statement emanating from Rome 
a few weeks ago to the effect that the 
Italian expeditionary force will be 
withdrawn from Avlona because of 
the powerful numerical superiority of 
the Austrians. 
Meanwhile 
the 
central 
invading 
army, consisting of both Bulgars and 
Austrians and last reported in the 
Albassan region, is ready to drive to 
the coast and cut off Essad Pasha’s 
army and the Montenegrin and Serb­ 
ians remnant.

ECLIPSE 
OF 
SUN 


Naval Observatory Scientists to Take 
Photographs Feb. 3. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Scientists at 
the United States naval observatory 
are preparing to train their telescopes 
on a partial eclipse of the sun Feb. 3. 
As it occurs in the region the eclipse 
has not a great scientific value, but 
observations will be made of the time 
of contact, or tangency, of the sun 
and moon to determine the relative 
positions of the bodies at the time 
and correcting the tables of their mo­ 
tions. 
For this purpose photographs 
of the sun will be taken. 
The eclipse begins at 10:11:23.4 a. 
m,. and ends at 22 minutes 52.9 sec­ 
onds after noon, eastern standard 
time. 
The maximum obscuration of 
the sun will be somewhat less than 
four-tenths.

Kansas lays claim to the ownership 
of the only 100 per cent perfect sani­ 
tary town in the United States. 
It is 
Lyndon, the county seat of Osage 
county, a town of only 808 persons. 
But it has the most complete and per­ 
fect water supply and sewage system 
of any town, large or small, in the en­ 
tire country, according to S. J. Crurn- 
bine, secretary of the Kansas board of 
health, and government public health 
officials. 
Three or four years ago the town 
had a scourge of typhoid fever. There 
were many deaths and many more 
cases of the disease, all of which w’ere 
traced to a contaminated water sup­ 
ply. 
There w’ere no sewers and no 
water system. 
L. T. Hussey was then 
mayor. 
The city officials went to 
work and cleaned out the vaults and 
purified the water in the wells as much 
as possible and persuaded the people 
of the town to boil the writer and swat 
the fly until the disease w as checked, 
and finally there were no more cases. 
Then the city council and the mayor 
each took a petition and wrent -out on 
the streets and obtained the signatures 
of enough taxpayers to enable them to 
call an election, at which $05,000 in 
bonds was voted for a municipal wa­ 
ter and light plant and a complete 
sewer system. 
After the election was 
called the city officials went Into the 
homes and made their fight to carry 
the bonds. 
They had hard opposition 
from many good citizens, but the bop da 
were carried by a small margin. 
The water, light and sewer systems 
were recently completed. There is only 
one house on the entire town site 
w’hich cannot be connected with the 
present sewer system. It happens that 
this house Is unoccupied and has been 
for many m onths and is likely to con­ 
tinue vacant because no one in the 
tow’n w’ill live in a house that does not 
have all the modem conveniences. 
In planning the water system the 
mayor and the council purchased the 
riparian rights along the creek for sev­ 
eral miles up the stream. 
Then they 
built a dam which stores up enough 
water, counting the greatest possi­ 
ble evaporation, a period of eighteen 
months without a drop of rain falling 
in the entire watershed, still to leave 
the towm with an adequate supply for 
nil domestic and fire fighting purposes. 
The water is pumped from the creek 
and is then forced through a modern 
filtration plant that guarantees pure 
water at all times. 
The electric light and pow’er plant is 
large enough to supply every house 
with all tije light needed and all the 
power necessary for the mills and oth­ 
er industries, and it is one of the most 
complete street lighting systems in 
Kansas. 
Besides this, the plant sells 
electric current to light two nearby 
towns and furnishes pow’er for indus­ 
tries and is making contracts to sup­ 
ply two other towns. 
Instead of the 
old fashioned incandescent or arc lights 
for the streets, the city has had built 
in the center of each street intersection 
heavy iron poles, on which there aro 
five lights, something like the boule­ 
vard and White Way lights used in the 
larger cities. 
Each light supplies four 
blocks of streets, so that there Is hard­ 
ly a dark spot in the town at night. 
' Lyndon is a thoroughly modern town 
In every other w?ay. 
It has as fine a 
twelve acre park as could be found 
anywhere, and the town pays for band 
concerts during the summer months. 
Andrew’ Carnegie recently gave $8,(MM) 
for a library building. 
The city fur­ 
nished the site and put up the building, 
and there are now about 3,000 books 
in the library, and more are being add­ 
ed each year. 
The 
little town has 
w’ell 
paved 
streets and miles of modern concrete 
sidewalks. Every home is shaded by 
numerous trees, and the city sees that 
the trees and parkings are kept in good 
condition. 
The high school and grade 
school buildings are new and modern. 
It is the ordinary practice in most 
towns that when bonds are voted for 
public improvements the payment of 
the debt is left for future generations. 
But Lyndon decided to pay off its debt, 
so each year a levy is made so that 
$4,000 of the debt is actually retired. 
The clubw’omen of the town and the 
city officials see to it that the alleys 
are kept clean and all trash removed, 
and everybody swfats the fly. 
Since 
Lyndon put on its new clothes there” 
has not been a case of typhoid fever 
on the town site. 
On the top of the Lyndon water tow­ 
er there is a 1.500 candle power beacon 
light that can be seen for thirty miles. 
Bo Lyndon lets its light shine out be­ 
fore all men and sets a shining exam­ 
ple for other small communities.

Vassar, by a vote of its senior 
class, has decided to abolish the daisy 
chain feature of its commencement 
exercises. 
The institution is held to 
be out of harmony with the college’s

FliEDEBIC C. TEN FIELD. 


The American rm bassador to Aus­ 
tria-Hungary . however, is no novice in 
such matters. igr be began his diplo­ 
matic career in 18 8 5. 
lie was appoint­ 
ed vice consul t > London by President 
Cleveland, former Governor Thomas 
L Waller of Connecticut being consul 
general. 
In President Cleveland's sec­ 
ond campaign Mr. Penfield returned to 
tliis country and took an active part. 
He became a close friend of the presi­ 
dent. who apiKiinted him diplomatic 
agent and consul general to Egy pt with 
rank of minister resident. There he re­ 
mained from 18 03 to 18 97. 
Later he 
represented American gunmakers in 
England and traveled ex tensively in 
Europe and the far east. 
He has re ­ 
ceived decorations from the Turkish 
and Egy ptian governments in recogni­ 
tion of his diplomatic services. 
He 
also has been similarly honored by 
France and Servia. 
In 1911 be was 
honored by Pope Pius with the grand 
cross of St. Gregory , being the first 
American to receive the highest class 
of this order 
Ambassador Penfield is a native of 
Connecticut and is in his six ty -first 
y ear. 
He has been twice married, 
bis second wife, formerly Mrs. Anne 
Weigbtinan Walker, being one of the 
richest >vomen in this country .

In modern warfare and especially in 
the present world conflict accurate 
maps are the greatest aux iliary of the 
armies, and they play a far more im 
portant part in the operations than the 
general public knows. 
W ithout them 
success ts impossible. 
These maps are worked out with infi­ 
nite care by special departm ents of the 
general staffs of the armies of the dif­ 
ferent countries. Only officers possess­ 
ing special training and knowledge are 
assigned to the work. 
The first military topographical bu­ 
reau was established by the general 
staff of the Bavarian arm y nearly n 
century ago under the direction of 
General von Naus, who also became 
famous as a mathematician and daring 
mountain climber. 
Other countries, 
however, were slow to follow the ex ­ 
ample of Bavaria. 
In Prussia an ex act 
topographical survey of the country 
was not undertaken by the general 
staff until 18 62. 
About the same time 
the leaders of the Austro-Hungarian 
army became convinced th at the maps 
then in ex istence were not sufficient 
for war. 
The Austrian topographical bureau 
was organized in 18 63 under the direc 
tion of Captain Julius von Pay er, who 
later became famous as an arctic ex 
plorer. 
France waited still longer and 
as a result was badly handicapped hi 
the w ar of 18 70-71 by the lack of accu 
rate maps. 
In this w ar it is said the 
French officers 
were supplied 
with 
maps of Germany , hut none of France. 


All Nations Use System. 
During the last forty y ears all coun­ 
tries are using the same sy stem in the 
production of the general staff maps. 
The method seems complicated, but is 
simple enough. 
First the country is 
divided into triangles, the corners of 
which are marked by church steeples, 
high poles, trees and other landmarks. 
Every one of these triangles then is 
survey ed separately and again divided 
up into smaller triangles. 
The corners 
of these subdivisions are marked by 
small sq uare granite blocks, which are 
sunk Into the ground so that only their 
tops are visible. 
After the subdivisions have been laid 
out and marked the officers intrusted 
with the work draw large maps of 
every one of them. 
These maps show 
the minutest details of the landscape 
and arc then joined and reproduced on 
a smaller scale by ex pert draftsm en 
In this m anner an ex act topographical 
picture of the whole country is ob­ 
tained. 
The general staff maps speak a lan 
gunge of their own. 
This language is 
very simple, hut must, of course, be 
understood. 
Every object in the terri 
tor./ covered by the maps is shown by 
certain signs 
Fine woods are marked 
by little sharp cones, other woods and 
frees by groups of small circles and 
dots, elevations by curves which show 
the heights of the hills, roads by dou 
hie and Tout paths by single lines. 
There are also certain signs 
for i 
church steeples, mills, ponds, brooks j 
and isolated farmhouses. 
Nothing is 
missing, and a man looking at one of 
these maps and understanding it lias 
the impression of fly ing over the terri­ 
tory and looking down upon it from a 
height. 
All maps of the general staff have to 
be absolutely correct. 
They not only 
form 
the 
basis 
for 
movements of 
troops, but also have to be used by the 
artillery In ascertaining the distances 
and finding the range of the positions 
of the enemy . 
In this respect the Ger­ 
man maps have become world famous, 
as they are drawn with proverbial Ger 
man thoroughness.

Under its provisions a normal tax of 
3 per cent instead of the ex isting 1 per 
cent on American incomes would be 
levied on the incomes under 
$23,000 of

Heel Grip In Slipper Holds It 
Firmly on the Foot. 
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In order th at a slipper or similar 
footwear wh ich h appen s to be a sh ade 
too large may be made to adh ere to 
th e foot at th e h eel a little device h as 
been recen tly paten ted. 
It con sists of 
a piece of fabric of a coarse, rough 
n ature, cut in th e sh ape of a n arrow 
n eck with two en larged win gs, adapted 
to fit in to th e h eel of th e sh oe an d to 
embrace th e h eel of th e foot wh en th e 
latter is in place in th e sh oe. Th e n ew 
h eel grip is supplied with an adh esive 
material on on e surface, by wh ich it 
is to be secured in th e sh oe, wh ile th e 
adh esion resultin g from th e rough ma­ 
terial is sufficien t to h old th e slipper 
in place by actin g on th e fabric of th e 
h osiery . 


Mex ican Sausage.

Animal Life In Raw Salt. 
Just west of Promontory Point sta­ 
tion, Utah, is a pond cut off from the 
Great Salt lake by the railroad em­ 
bankment. 
At times of high water in 
the lake this reservoir fills by perco­ 
lation through the embankment, but 
during the summer the w ater is con 
ceutrated to a brine by evaporation. 
The deep pink color of the brine is a 
phenomenon that appears in salt ponds 
generally when a certain concentra­ 
tion is reached. 
In the salt ponds of 
San Francisco bay tills color is due to 
a certain bacillus which lives In sat 
uruted brines and also in the heaps of 
salt as It is piled for drainage and 
shipment. 
Prohibitive to life as such 
an environment might he considered, 
strong natural brines are, In fact, in­ 
habited by a number of minute organ­ 
isms—animals as well as plants. 
The 
pink color disappears in w inter or 
when fresh water Is introduced into 
the pond. 
The Southern Pacific com­ 
pany has done some 
experimental 
work on preserving piles and railroad 
ties by soaking them In the pond.— 
United States Geological Survey.

Locked Up Potash. 
About two miles northeast of Su­ 
perior, Wyo., are the leuclte hills, 
which are made up largely of Igneous 
rocks in the form of volcanic necks, 
sheets 
intruded 
into 
the 
stratified 
rocks and dikes cutting across the 
sedimentary strata. 
Associated with 
these 
intrusive 
rocks 
are 
volcanic 
cones and lava flows. 
These rocks 
hove long been objects of scientific in­ 
terest because of their unusual char­ 
acter. 
Lately they have attracted ad­ 
ditional Interest by reason of the pot­ 
ash-rich mineral, leuclte, they contain, 
which may some day be utilized If a 
process can be found for extracting 
the potash cheaply. 
It has been esti­ 
mated that the igneous rock of the 
leucite hills contains more than 197,- 
000,000 tons of potash.—United States 
Geological Survey. 


Lock For Motorcar. 
A lock for motorcars that prevents 
them from being driven off under their 
own power or towed away has just 
been patented by two New York In­ 
ventors. 
It holds one of the wheels 
on the front truck In a deflected posi­ 
tion so that the automobile could travel 
only in a circle. 
The device Includes a big sliding 
bolt or barrier, as the inventors call it.
